those between the ages of 30 to 
39 were n ex t with an av erage 
59 7; between ages 20 an d 29 , the 
av erage score was 58.

In an y case, we can on ly ob­ 
serv e that when the male driv ers 
u p to abou t age 25, who hav e 
had driv er edu cation pass that, 
poin t where they become more 
respon sible with cars, they will 
probably be the best adu lt-gen er- 
ation driv ers in the history of the 
au tomobile. 
As of n ow, all the tests show 
is that the y ou n gsters kn ow how 
to driv e safer than they actu ally 
do driv e.

PROGRAM HIGHLIGHTS 


WASHINGTON (NEA)—The 50 states are at a critical point. 


Their already shrunken power may slip entirely from their 
grasp if they go on trying to run their affairs on a kind of bar­ 
gain-basement, part-time footing. 
For 30 years, defenders of state legislatures have been 


moaning about usurpations of power by Congress and the fed­ 
eral executive branch. But the defenders have not had the cour­ 
age of their convictions. They have done little to fit the states 
to the changing times. 
Today the combined 50-state outlay for legislative admin­ 


istration, Including the important item of legislators’ salaries, 
comes to $70,557,000 a year—an average of 
Just $1,411,400 per 


state. 
In contrast, expenditures for operations in Congress coine to 


$160.000,000, or more than 
double the annual state figure. 


To maintain the nearly 7.8 00 state legislators from Maine to 


Hawaii coats an average of S9.066 for each legislative seat. The 
nation lay« out $38 2.000 to keep each congressman in business. 


California, New York and a handful of other states provide 


significant exceptions to this general portrait, but the rule gov­ 
erns moat of the 50. 
I ’ntil this situation is sharply altered, along with other now 


depressing conditions In the state legislatures. It sounds terribly 
hollow and even hypocritical to talk of "turning power back to 
the states." 
This would mean handing crucial authority over to thou­ 
sands of men and women who are painfully ill-paid, who oper­ 
ate out of cubbyhole offices or none at all. who make laws al­ 
most on the fly and spend most of their time earning a living 
a t lawyers, Insurance men, real estate brokers, chiropodists 
and the like. 
Legislators thus limited may be equipped to license barbers 


and beauty parlors, but they are hardly qualified to cope with 
Hie engulfing problems of the population explosion as it affects 
schools, employment, welfare, health, highways and a variety 
of scientific endeavors. 
As on# shrewd aide to a governor pointed out, the country’s 


growth compels that these matters be dealt with more than ever 
in the field rather than In Washington. The mounting danger is 
that those states which persist in either ineffectuality or obsti­ 
nate resistance to a changing order will be bypassed. Artion 
will flow increasingly through direct federal-urban channels. 


Already well publicized Is the fact that several lavishly 


sponsored nonpartisan groups are undertaking studies aimed at 
modernizing state government in all its aspects. Admirably, the 
big foundations are chipping in heavily. 
None of these studies is potentially more useful than that 


of the Citizens Conference on State Legislatures, whose forma­ 
tion was formally announced In Detroit in mid-July. 
D ie whole bent of this group is toward laving ground-work 


for upgrading the legislatures, on the theory that they are the 
peal key to overall improvement in state government. Implied 
is the notion that even a greatly modernized governor’s office 
cannot function well if hamstrung by a rickety legislature. 


The Citizens Conference, which Is setting up national offices 


In Kansas City', Mo., under former Gov. John Anderson of 
Kansas, wants to see legislators gain better pay, more profes- 
fional staffing, fuller research opportunities, adequate office and 
other physical facilities, sounder organization and proredure. 


If and when these Improvements can be managed, the states 


may become fit to handle more of the m ajor matters which 
they keep insisting are theirs by right. And state legislators 
may become mea of stature whose names on the ballot will be 
recognized by persona other than their party sponsors. 


But if the modernizing drive fails, then to talk of restoring 


power to the rtates will mean to suggest giving them power to 
do nothing or very little—and much of that poorly.

tralia.” 
On living costs in 
‘ Generally ou r costs are cheaper 
at home than they are here, bu t 
then too. ou r incomes are general­ 
ly less.” 
On ou r racial problems — “ I 
think this is 
the most 
seriou s 
problem the United States faces. 
I really feel sorry for this cou n­ 
try in this m atter. I had been 
told at home before I left to com­ 
pletely ignore the racial m atters 
here, bu t I fou nd ou t it is su ch 
a m ajor problem that one cannot 
ignore it. It seems to be the gen­ 
eral topic of discu ssion every ­ 
where I’ve been.” 
On ou r political climate — “ It 
seems strange to me, bu t I gu ess 
one mu st be native-born to u nder­ 
stand it.” 
On the American farming prob­ 
lem—“ You r farm s here are real­ 
ly in a mess with all the govern­ 
ment su bsidies and that sort of 
thing. I gu ess both the farm er 
and the government are equ ally 
to blame for the trou bles. It’s still 
fu nny thou gh, every farm I’ve 


been on here seem s to be pros­ 
perou s in spite of it all.” 
On the proposed change of the 
Au stralian m onetary sy stem to 
dollars and cents from pou nds and 
shillings—”Wre seem to be taking 
it qu ite calmly , 
probably 
more 
so than the Americans wou ld if 
the situ ation were reversed.” 
On 
the 
Au stralian 
attitu de 
towards G reat Britain — “ We are 
like Canada in that wre are mem ­ 
bers of the Commonwealth bu t for 
all practical pu rposes we are as 
mu ch an independent cou ntry as 
is the United States. By belong­ 


ing to the Commonwealth we 
have su perb trade relations with 
England. If we cu t ou r ties with 
the Qu een, my cou ntry wou ld be 
in bad shape.” 
On farm exports — “ Ou r big­ 
gest 
bu y er 
of wool 
is 
Japan. 
The Japanese in ju st the last few 
y ears have taken over the nu m­ 
ber one spot from G reat Britain 
in wool imports from Au stralia, 
bu t of cou rse, G reat Britain re­ 
ceives a trem endou s amou nt of 
ou r exports.” 
In addition to a most im pres­ 
sive interview with Nettlefold, we 


received a good taste of north­ 
ern “ sou thern hospitality ” from 
Mrs. Gu ither.
